The very laws of nature are changed as the 
spiral sucks them in. And to fight it. or to escape, 
the last survivors must go to the heart of the hor¬ 
ror to witness what may be their eventual fate... 

Junji Ito debuted as a horror manga artist in 1987 
with the first story in his successful Tomie series 
Uzumaki was adapted into a live-action movie 
which has been released in America by Viz Films 
and Tidepoint Pictures. Ito's influences include 
manga artists Kazuo Umezu and Hideshi Hino, and 
the authors Yasutaka Tsutsui and H.P. Lovecraft. 
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
